uucullus Virgil McWhorter, a son of John Marcellus and Rosetta (Marple) 
McWhorter, was born in Harrison County WV (WV) Janaury 29, 1860 and died in 
Yakima, WA October 18, 1944. He married Ardelia Swisher in March 1883. Ardelia 
was born in Harrison County WV in 1863 and died in Baltimore, MD in 1893. 
Lucullus married Anna Bowman in June 1895. 
He was everything relating to Native Americans. In 1881, he set out ona 
trek through the coastal regions of MS, LA and TX. He saw his first Indians in 
Oklahoma. That excursion certainly whetted his appetite for further involvement 
with Native Americans. He returned home and assisted his father in raising 
purebred Devon cattle.

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About 1897, the moved Darke County Ohio, located on the Ohio-Indiana 
order. Lucullus continued farming and raising cattle and ran an Indian 

rtifacts Trading center. It was reported that his dream of settling near Native 
Americans never wavered. He and family and moved to the Washington’s Yakima 
River Valley in 1902. That move could not have been a "spur of the moment 
decision because it involved moving not only his wife, three children and 
household belongings, but also his registered Devon cattle, seeds or starter 
plants of almost every variety. 
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He purchased a 30 acre tract of unfenced lush farmland started a new lif
